A Century of Modern Drawing comes from the distinguished collection of The 
Museum of Modern Art in New York and is one of the largest and most important drawing 
shows ever circulated by that museum. Contemporary drawings are of particular 
interest because they are frequently conceived as finished compositions rather 
than plans for works of art in other media, as in old master works. 

to Cezanne; Northern European Drawings from the Ashmolean Museum features 
areas of the Ashmolean Museum's superb collection that are less well known than its 
drawings by Italian masters. The Ashmolean 's collection of drawings by Northern 
European artists is equally strong and has grown considerably since it was last 
catalogued in 1938,
